Proportionate to its population Canada now has the largest favorable | 
trade balance of any country in the world. During the fiscal year ended 
March 31, 1926, while imports of goods into Canada substantially increased, | 
the export of Canadian products and manufactured articles increased to a far 
larger exient, with the result that during the year exports exceeded imports 
by the huge sum of $401,134,405. 
in the history of the Dominion except in the last of the wagyears, 1918, when 
enormous exportations of munitions and other war supplies at high war prices 
took place. 

During the last fiscal year Canada not only enjoyed a favorable trade bal- 
ance within the British Empire, but it also had a favor@ble balance with 
foreign couzitries, the adverse balance with the United States being more than 
offset by favorable balances with other foreign countries. The total of Can- 
ada’s ‘oreign trade last year was $2,255,939,869, or about $250 for every man, 
woman and child in the Dominion. 

It is this large favorable trade balance which has contributed so jargely| 
to the improvement in Canadian exchange and placed the Canadian dollar 
at a premium in the United States as well as in other countries. It is a sign 
ot the returning prosperity 
at the present time and a‘Promise of further advances in the future. 


Bul while Canada is thus making really remarkable progress in the mar- 
ke the world, it continues to suffer heavy and quite unnecessary and 
preventable home. Of first importance, because it is the most 
serious, is the unnecessary loss of life from wholly preventable causes, In 
previous articles in this column reference has been made to losses sustained 
through disease which could be avoided by the exercise of proper precautions. 
Aitention at this time may well be directed to the increasing list of killed and 
sericusly injured for life as a result of reckless automobile driving. The} 
newspapers are full of accounts of fatal motor accidents, nearly all of which 
could have been avoided by the exereise of ordinary care. Recently the Rail- 
smmission of Canada issued a bulletin dealing with only one cause of 
such accidents, namely, the dangerous practices of motorists and drivers of 
other vehicles at railway crossings. This bulletin records the fact that the 
Canadian National and Canadian Pacific railways together reported 363 cases 
of gross negligence by motorists at grade crossings within the last twelve 
monihs, and these cases did not cover all crossings, 

One citizen is of much greater value to Canada than many thousands of 
dollars worth of foreign trade. Each life lost to Canada is a Jieavy economic

Calgary.—Roaring into action again 
after a comparative period of inactiy- 
ity, forest fires in the vicinity of War 
dle Creek jumped from the southwest 
side late Saturday and Sunday night 
were tearing -into the dense timber 
areas lying toward Vermilion Cross- 
ing on the Banff-Windermere highway, 
Late Saturday and all Sunday traffic 
over the highway was prohibited, 
Fires which were three miles south of 
Vermilion Crossing, mostly spot fires 
but which for a time were extremely 
dangerous, were quelled on Saturday 
and at that time fire-fighting authori- 
ties believed the crisis had been pass- 
ed. During Saturday night strong 
winds blew up and put the fighters 
hurriedly: into action in the Wardle 
Creek vicinity, situated midway be- 
tween Kootenay and Vermilion cross- 
ing. At Kootenay Crossing the fire 
is under full control and most of the 
men have rushed to Wardle Creek. 
They fought/Saturday night and all 
Sunday as -the flames ripped down 
the mountain sides to the road and 
then started to eat toward Vermilion. 
From a quiet and seemingly small fire, 
the flames changed within a few hours 
to a roaring mass. Efforts are Being 
directed to saving the bridges and 
roads. 

Vancouver.—At the local provincial 
forestry office it was stated that ap- 
proximately 200 fires were reported 
either extinguished or brought under 
conirol last week. 

Damage .estimated at $500,000 has 
been caused by the forest fire raging 
since last Monday around Lewis 
Lake, 135 miles north of Vancouver. 

Trapped in a motor car, between 
Banff, Alta., and Windermere, B.C., 
two women and two children were 
burned to death, The dead, Mrs. 
Leslie Watts, her two chil- 
dren, and Mrs. Clifford Nesbitt, all of 
Dysart, Sask., were returning from an 
automobile trip to the coast. 

The women were accompanied by 
their husbands, Leslie Watts and Clif- 
ford Nesbitt. The men were badly 
burned about the face and arms and 
are in hospital at Invermere, B.C. 

According to a report by Corporal 
Taylor, of the R.C.M.P., who investi- 
gated’ the scene of the tragedy, the 
party, who had been warned at the 
west entrance of Kootenay Crossing, 
stalled their car when they tried to 
turn around in the road when they 
saw that the flames were sweeping 
down upon them,

Dilatory Judicial Proceedings 

There were 151 homicides in 
land and Wales in 1928, the 
statistics show. The population .of 
the countries was about 38,000,000. 
In New York city, with 6,000,000 
the homicides for the 
totalled 308, or twice as 
for one-sixth of the population, 

There is no information 
about the number of murderers exe- 
cuted in England and Wales in 1928, 
but experience leads to the belief that 
the ratio of executions to crimes was 
high, for that is thee way things are 
done in England. However, the num- 
ber of murderers executed jin New 
York was 16, or about 1 in 20 of the 
criminals. The following. year, 1924, 
there were four executions in all New 
York state, and it is not a matter for 
surprise that the number of murders 
in New York city rose to 387 for the 
year. 

If we tried swift punishment of 
murderers in this country sub- 
stitute for dilatory judicial proceea- 
ings and abuses of the right of habeas 
corpus we might get down somewhere 
near the immunity from crime they en- 
joy in England.—-Detroit Free Press.
